lows: Plaeo two pounds of bicarbon- 
ate of boda asid two quarts o£ hot wa- 
ter in o poroeliiin-llned kettle nnd 
when tho soda is dissolved add half a 
pound of chloride of lime, stirring 
well with a wood stick. Set the water 
aside to Kettle and when clear strain 
the liquid -through Uioefce-cloth and 
bottlo tightly. When using allow half 
a pint of water to ouch quart of. elear 
water, and soak -the stained 
linen. 


Several hours,' soaking will usually ob- 
literate all stain, liinse in at least 
three waters. White goods alone nitty 
ho so treated, as tho wat er will tal* 
the color from colored goods.—Phila- 
delphia Inquirer.
